HYLAN ORDER JAMS

THE TRAFFIC COURT

Witli 519 Motorists Sum-

moned. Magistrate House Ex
presses Anffer.

Mayor Hylan'a scheme for suppress-
ing the wild motorist misfired yesterday
when the Traffic Court was packed with
the greatest crowd it had ever con-

tained and the surrounding streets
massed with vehicles.

From far and near more than two
hundred traffic cops had come ; and
from far and near 519 :notorlfta had
assembled to answer summonses, leav-- ;

Ing their M9 cars In the street outside.
and then Magistrate Frederick It. House
said various things about the situation
that brought no Joy to the cops,

j In the first plioe the Magistrate or-- !

dered the small army of cops to give
up their seats In the courtroom to the
motorists, and there was considerable
grumbling, which only subsided when
the Msglstrate threatened to have the
cops arrested.

The Magistrate remarked about the

one time since the roundup of Frank
Tannenbaum's church raiders several
years ago. He said that while the court
disposed of 13.000 cases during the en-- I

After the Magistrate had listened to a
few of the complaints he said angrily,
"I have disposed of thirty cases and I

fall to see In one of them any relation
between the safety of the pedestrians
and other motorists. I am making a
careful record of each case and In not
.one of them so far diss the officer testi-
fied that there waa any possibility of a
collision."

Kratch, 619 West 175th Btreet for driv-

Endorsement of Soviet Rule in
Russia and Mooney Strike

Refused.

DEBATE TS ACRIMONIOUS

Recognition of "Existing Irish
Republic" Ilred in Resolu-

tion for Versailles.

Atlantic City. June 17. After a bit-
ter debate during which physical encoun-
ters seemed for a time imminent, the
radical element in the convention of the
American Federation of Labor here to-

day was routed. A resolution was
adopted refusing to Indorse the general
strike called for July 4 as a protest
against the imprisonment of Tom Mon-re-

convicted In connection with the
preparedn"Fs day bomb explosion in
S:in Frnncisio.

Furthermore, the convention refused
to tnnctioti the recognition of Soviet
rule in r.ussn, "or any other form of
rroernment In Russia until the people of
that country, by constituent or other
form of national assembly, shall have
established n truly democratic form of
government.'' The convention also de-
clined to aBk that the blockade of Rus-
sian ports be lifted, although the with-
drawal of American troops was asked.

Irish Recognition Asked.
A resolution was unanimously adopted

urging recognition by the United States
ot the "existing Irish republic" and urg-
ing that the Peace Conference receive
the three Irish representatives in Paris.
Ccmpiilaojy military training was con-
demned and Federal legislation asked
to "break the monopolistic control of
lood products, e

The debate y was said by veteran
labor leaders to be the most scrlmonlous
they had ever heard. It started with
tht rejection by the convention, over
the strenuous protest of the radical
gtoup, of a proposal to change Iabor
day from September to May 1 "as a
bond of affection to unite all the world
of labor into unlvsraal brotherhood."
The fight against the May day resolu-- 1

tion was led h Patnuelalor.'.rters. prest- -

(lent of the federation, who s.ild It was
"a day for American labor and not a
political event, as In Europe."

Many o.' the delegates took part in the
debate on Bolshevism, John P. Prey of
Cincinnati said that organized labor wah
going to li slst on the recall of all Amer- -
lean troo,)S from Russia, but that it
would not favor shipping food there for
fear the Holshevikl would get It. rather
than needy women and children. Mr.
Frey said the Soviet question had been
brought up in trade union .meetings
here and that organized labor should
declare, through the convention, where
It stood In the matter.

"Either we should support the Soviet
or we should declare our disapproval of
It and all things connected with it,"
said he. "Wo should do tho latter If
we belle In a democratic form of
government, established and maintained
by popular elections."

Although refusing to indorse the sym-
pathy strike for Mooney, the convention
pledged itself, through its executive
council, to make every effort to obtain a
new trial for the labor leaders. The
Mooney Defence Committee was cen-
sured for Its alleged efforts to disrupt
the federation and It was charged that
it had used funds contributed In
Mooney' behalf for thi purpose. it
was alsp asserted that money collected
to pay the expenses of delegates to the
recent 'Mooney convention In Chicago
wa directed to pay the nularles of
workers for the Mooney Defence Com
mlttee. Delegatea who urged radical
action in Mooney's behalf were hooted
and leered and there were cries of "Put
'em out t"

The resolution for the Irish republic
was a substitute reported by the com-
mittee on resolutions for a much milder
memorial which would merely have ex-

tended the sympathy of the convention.
But even the substitute did not satisfy
the vehement Irish sympathisers who
secured a couple of amendments.

AVIleon Asked to Present It.
The main section, as finally adopted,

read .

Resolved, that we affirm that it is
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the well conceded conviction of the
American Federation of Labor that it
Is the unquestioned right of the Irish
people to determine the form of gov-
ernment under which they shall live
and lhat the League of Nations princi-
pal Itself, regarding
applies with as much force to Ireland
as It does to any other of the new na-

tions."
The resolution is to be presented to

Congress, and President Wilson Is to
be asked to convey It to the Peace
Conference.

The committee on resolutions recom-
mended the adoption of that portion of
the executive council's report dealing
with the national housing problem and
urging that some action be taken to
prevent houses built by the Government
from falling Into the hands of specula-
tors, and that working people be given
an opportunity to purchase them on
easy term a It was further recom-
mended that the Federation assist pos-

tal employees and workers at srsfjnals
and navy yards to obtain wage In-

creases.
Another resolution offered by the com-

mittee is designed to prevent hoarding
by food producers and speculators. The
memorial stated thst it had become a
practice for manufacturers and dealers
to accumulate and hoard large quanti-
ties of commodities, food, dairy products
and wearing apparel, and that such
practices had led to "artificial conditions
of distribution, panic, speculation, price
fixing. Industrial unrest and Impure and
deteriorated goods and food."

State Legislatures, as well as Con-
gress, are to be asked to pass laws re-

quiring containers of all sorts to be Im-

printed with the dates of sealing.
A resolution waa adopted sustaining a

protest by the New Hampshire labor or-

ganization against the employment by
the na'y of female yeomen In clerical
position. Another resolution con-

demned mob violence and lynchlngs.
particularly In the South. The Jewish
massacres In Europe weTe condemned
and the movement for higher pay for
teachers, the eradication of Illiteracy
and the Americanization of Immigrants
were favored.

They also asserted
that Villa and his men left tho city
an hour und a half before the Americans
crossed, slopping at the racetraciv to re-

move his wounded before proceeding
south. I'rom Juarez, they said, lie went
at once toward Samalayuca, where his
train had been parked.

Msraaans Prevent Captarr.
Irrigated lowlands In the bend of the

Rio Grande, irrigation ditches and
swamps probably prevented the Ameri-
can cavalry troops from overtaking and
capturing a large r.umber of Villa's rebel
ocTtosrg end men yesterday following the
attack on the Villa camp eight miles
from Juarez.

From unofficial reports received at
military headquarters y It was
shown that Col. H. R. H. Tompkins's cav-
alry" forces were able to approach to
within a short distance of the Villa
camp without being discovered. The
prieoners captured and brought back to
Fort Bliss were probably outposts for
this camp, and this permitted the Amer-
icans to advance through the fields with-
out being discovered as the rebels were
eating supper.

When the Americans opened fire the
rebels made little effort to resist, but
ran for their horses, and galloped away,
the American officer said. It was then

HASKELL REPLIES TO CHURCH.

Says Re Seeks Only Majority Rale
on Prohibition.

Replying to resolutions of the official
board of the Janes Methodist Episcopal
Church. In Brooklyn, disapproving of
his stand against prohibition. Represen-
tative Reuben L. Haskell of the Tenth
district has written:

"I am at loss to understand how peo-
ple, whether they believe In prohibition
or otherwise, should be unwilling to
favor an amendment to the Federal Con-
stitution which would obtain for the peo-
ple of the I'nlted States the privilege of
voting directly upon the prohibition
proposition. There arc many who be-

lieve our system of representative gov-
ernment did not truly express the wishes
of the people as to the Eighteenth
amondment and in order to settle the
proposition in a most satisfactory man-
ner I believe that such a referendum
vote should be had."

Representative Haskell said he had
expressed his views on prohibition when
he was running for Congress last fall at
a meeting In the Janes Church. He said
he would be glad of an opportunity to
talk to tlte er.tlre meniberyhlp of the
church und explain the reasons for his
stand.

That the Board of Aldermen
urge the adoption by the Congress of the
CnltOil States of n resolution providing
for such recognition of the Republic of
Ireland.

"And. be It further resolved that the
Board of Aldermen, on behalf of the
city of New York, extends Its sympathy
and good wishes In the determination of
the Irish people to achieve their na-
tional Independence."

States Senators from this State and the
Representatives in Congress from this
dry.
